a break. Balked in an effort to pack the courts by law, it 
long ago succeeded in packing it through vacancies caused 
by death and resignation 
At one time it alto held control over a majority of 
State governments. This latter predominance it the only 
serious loss it has yet suffered, and since "state's rights ' 
have been whittled down to nothing, and the pith punched 
out, the fact that now half the states and two-thirds of 
the population are under Republican governors does not 
hamper the New Dealers’ control nationally. 
In this period, the Democratic Party has been able to 
dictate the spending of a much greater sum of money than 
any other government ever handed out in a similar time. 
Moreover, under the excuse of the War and other real and 
phony "emergencies,” the New Deal has centralized power 
iii the White House on a scale never Ijefore known in the 
American system. 
Meanwhile, the Republican Party, although gaining 
steadily from its ebb-tide in 1934-6, has never had avan a 
voice in national affairs, let alone the power to "obstruct 
anything which the Democrats themselves were able to 
unite behind. 
But there, of course, is where the real trouble has 
been. 
The Democratic Party has lieen unable to stay united. 
President Roosevelt held it together, with hairpins 
and hailing wire, during his own life. But President I ru- 
man, with a God-given opportunity to rebuild the Party 
on a middle-of-the-road policy, was wholly unequal to the 
tack, 
As a matter of fact, only political expediency keeps 
up any Democratic pretense that he is their "leader. 
Hie Jeffersonian Democrats have been driven off by 
his insistence on a program which could lead only to 
national insolvency, social chaos, and a collectivist dic­ 
tatorship. 
Those not estranged by the Truman dabbling with 
radicalism have lost confidence in him because of the fear­ 
ful mistakes, the "off the cuff" snap decisions, the backing 
and filling, and his unwillingness to take a firm and bold 
stand on anything until the proper time for it has passed.

the White House. 
He himself is to blame He has made a failure of 
everything he has touched. World peace has dropped out 
of sight, and the only real question in world policy seems 
now to he how soon the Third World War is to he ex­ 
pected.

Reconversion has hr/led. So has the "hold the line 
fight against inflation. Scarcities steadily become worse 
Unchecked labor demonstrations against the public and 
against lite government have brought us to virtual 
anarchy. 
The financial stability of the government and of the 
nation is steadily weakening. Not even is the President 
able to keep his own official household iii order. He was 
unable to prevent a squabble among Supreme Court 
judges from dragging the good name of that judicial body 
in the mud. I Ie was not even able to keep his own Cabi­ 
net iii line; and himself, by a stupid indorsement of a 
speech which he ap|ie,trs not to liave read—or not to have 
understood if he did read it—produced a situation in which 
Wallace had to Ire summarily fired to keep up the pretense 
that we do have some sort of foreign policy. 
For the President now to try to blame the Repub­ 
licans for these* colossal and disastrous failures, traceable 
squarely to Ins own weaknesses, is tile height of absurdity. 
It is a cry-lwby act which should fool no one.
